DIES ON HIS BIRTHDAY 


The Dec?aied Was a Leading Democrat, a 


Wise Coansellor, a Good Citizen and 


a Worthv Man. 


Hon. Thomas Donahoe was born a 


Riinsburg on .May 5, 1815, and died a 
his home iu Bean's Cove on May 5,1900— 
his eighty-sixth birthday. James Don 
ahoe, the progenitor of the American 
branch of the family, cime from Ire 
land and settled in Rainsburg prior to 
1300. 
In 1315, thinkiog it better to 


bring up his family apart from the 
influences of village life, he moved to 
Bean's Cove—"the backwoods," as he 
then expressed it. He purchased 1,200 
acres of land, including two small im 
provements. 


The subject of this sketch was one 


of twelve children reared by James 
Donahoe and his wife, Jane Cassidy. 
He was an infant when his parents 
went 10 Bean's Cove. When he was 
twenty-four years old he purchased a 
farm in Bean's Cove and since then fol- 
lowed agricultural pursuits, in which 
he was very successful. He also en 
gaged in cattle-droving, which result- 
ed in his financial advancement. 


Judge Danahoe was a leading Demo 


crat and was frequently called into the 
councils of the party, where his ad- 
vice was welcomed and adopted. In 
1373 he was elected associate judge of 
Bedford county. He was a man of un 
impeachable character, fearless, up 
right and just. His neighbors had im 
plicit confidence in his wisdom and in- 
tegrity and regarded him as a wise coun- 
sellor and adviser. He was all his life 
a consistent member of the Catholic 
church. 


In 1841 he was united in marriage 


to Elizabeth Hendrickson, -who died on 
May 22, 1330. Twelve children blessed 
this union, namely, 
Anna Teresa, 


wife of Thomis J. Haltingly, of Lon- 
donderry township—she died in 1870; 
James Campbell, who died in Bean's 
Covt) about thirteen years ago; Emma, 
wife of Anthony Butley, of Zinesville, 
O ; Francis, of Caehahs, Wash.; Jona- 
than, of Bedford township; Patrick, of 
Bedford; William T., of Bean's Cave; 
Augustine, of Chehalis, Wash.; Mich- 
ael, of near Cumberland, Md ; Peter, 
who lives on the homa place; Mary, 
wife of Thomas Mattingly, of Zanes- 
ville, 0., and Jennie, wife of Jan^ 
Dollard, who lately moved from Bed- 
ford to near Huntingdon. Judge Don- 
ahoe is also survived by one brother 
—Francis, of Bean's Cove—who is in 
his seventy-sixth year.

The deceased was the oldest 
agent of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
company, both in years and service 
Mr. Kerbey was born in Franklit 
county in 1515. Thomas A. Scott, 
who became president of the Pennsyl- 
vania Kailrcad company, was a school- 
mate and boyhood friend. Mr. Ker- 
bey's father was Robert Walker Ker- 
bey, 
formerly of the royal navy of 


England, who quit the navy and set- 
tled at Fort London, in Franklin 
county, whe:e he became a school- 
master, his son acd young Scott being 
among his pupils. 
Years later, in 


1835, when Mr. Scott was superin- 
tendent of the Pittsburg division of 
the Pennsylvania railroad, he appoint- 
ed Mr. Kerbey freight and ticket agent 
at Wilmore and this position Mr. Ker- 
bey held until about one year ago. 
Last January he nas placed on tbe 
retired list.

toward the establishment of a publi 
library.

elected president and Prof. D C. Stun 
kard secretary. 
Kev. C. C. Adams 


briefly referred to the movement for a 
library, quoted from the school law 
which authorizes school directors to 
establish free public libraries and then 
offered a resolution, which, after some 
discussion, was slightly modified anc 
adopted. The amended resolution is 
as follows: 


Feeling the need for a public library on a 


solid and permanent footing, we, the citi 
zens of Bedford, assembled in the cour 
house in said borough to the number of 
do hereby petition the school directors o 
said borough to act upon the authority vest- 
ed in them by the school laws of Peunsylva 
ilia (See edition 1898, Page 819) at least so far 
as to appoint a board of trustees in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the above men 
tioned act, and further, to grant such aid in 
providing and housing such library as they 
may be justified in giving, within the scope 
of said act 
And we agree to co-operate 


with such board of trustees, in all possible 
ways, in order to the establishing and main- 
taining of said library; and 


Resolved, That a committee of five be ap- 


pointed to present this matter to the schocT 
board. 


Judge Longenecker appointed the 


following persons to present the reso 
lution to the school board, to take the 
whole matter under advisement and to 
call another meeting :

In the bitu- 
minous region 73,006,943 tons of coal 
and 12,193,570 tons of coke were pro- 
duced. There were 91,440 employees. 
By accidents 258 persons were killed 
and 487 injured. The total number of 
men employed in the mines of the 
state was 332,023. There was a total 
of 719 fatal and 1,520 non-fatal acci- 
dents in the state.

TRAVELING LIBJfARIES ; 


To Be Established By ;tlw 'State—Main 


tallied By Contributions. 


A despatch from Oarrisburg date< 


May C says: 
State Librarian Reed 


secretary of the free library cotntnis 
sion created "by the ,la'st legislature 
makes the following statement with 
respect to the work of the commission 


"The act of assembly establishing a 


free library commission for the state 
of Pennsylvania was passed by the 
legislature of 1899. By the provisions 
of the act, the duty of the commission 
shall be to give advice and counsel to 
all free libraries in the state and to 
all communities which may propose to 
establish them, as to the best means 
of establishing and administering such 
libraries, the selection of books, cata- 
loguing and other details of library 
management. 
The commission also 


has the power of general supervision 
and inspection and the right of re- 
quiring reports which was formerly 
vested in the state librarian. The 
commission shall also establish and 
maintain, out of such sum as shall 
come into their hands by appropria- 
tion or otherwise, the system of travel- 
ing libraries 
as 
far 
as possible 


throughout the commonwealth. The 
members of the commission are to re- 
ceive no compensation for services 
rendered. 


"Under the act of 1S99 the governor 


appointed the following gentlemen to 
serve on the commission for a period of 
five years, namely: C. L. Magee, of 
Pittsburg ; 
John Thomson, of the 


free library, Philadelphia, and the fol- 
lowing to serve for four years respec- 
tively: W. M. Stevenson, of the Alle- 
gheny Carnegie library; W. N. Frew, 
of the Pittsburg Carnegie library, and 
Henry Belin, Jr., of Seranton. By the 
provision of the act the state librarian 
is ex-officio secretary of the commis- 
sion. 


"Pursuant to the call of the secreta- 


ry, the commission met in the state 
library on Wednesday, April 25 
The 


commission organized by electing C. L. 
Magee as chairman; John Tiiomson, 
treasurer, George Edward Heed, secre- 
tary ex-oineio. 


'•Messrs. Thomson, Stevenson and 


Reed were appointed a committee to 
prepare regulations for traveling liora- 
ries, proposed under the act of assem- 
bly,with full power with respect to the 
selection of books and institution of a 
iraveling library system. Messrs. Be- 
.in and Frew were appointed a com- 
mittee to prepare ageneral library law 
;o be presented to the commission for 
consideration. 
For the present the 


traveling libraries which are to be in- 
stituted will be supported by the vol- 
untary contributions of benevolent 
fentlemen in different parts of the 
tate, the hope being that in the near 
uture a reasonable appropriation may 
be made by the state for the enlarge- 
ment and maintenance of the work. 


''Members of the commission who 


vere present reported subscriptions, 
!rom various parties to the amount of 
J875 for the beginning of the work 
The plan will be to send the books in 
boxes, each containing from 50 to 100 
volumes, directed to the care of repu- 
table taxpayers in sections of the 
state where libraries do cot exist 
Traveling libraries have been institut- 
ed already in New York, Wisconsin and 
several other of .ihe more important 
states of the Union, and with most 
gratifying results."

Mass., November 19, 1826, and was the 
son of William Putnam and Mary 
Towninshield Endicott. 
He was de- 


scended directly from Governor John 
Endicott, who came to Salen in 1828, 
and on his mother's side was a grand- 
son of Joseph Crowninshield, who 
was a well-known member of congress 
.n the early part of this century. Mr. 
Endieott was educated in the Salem 
schools and in 1843 entered Harvard 
college, from which he was graduated 
.n 1S47 


Soon after graduating he studied 


.aw in the office of Nathaniel J. Lord, 
;hen the leading member of the Essex 
bar, 
and in the Harvard law school 


at Cambridge. He was called to the 
bar in 1S50 and began the practice of 
aw in Salem in 1851. lie was a mera- 
>er of the Salem common council in 
852 and in 1853 he entered into part- 
neiship with Jairus E Perry (who is 
well known throughout the country as 
the author of "Perry on Trusts") under 
ihe firm name of Perry & Endicott 
From 1S57 to 1804 he was solicitor for 
ihe city of Salem. 


After nearly twenty years of an ac- 


iive and leading practice at the Essex 
bar, m 1873, though a Democrat, Mr. 
Indieott was appointed by a Repnb- 
ican governor, William B. Washburn, 
an associate justice of the supreme 
udicial court of Massachusetts, which 
position he held until the autumn of 
882, when he resigned and spent a 
year or more in Europe. In 1885 he 
vas Democratic candidate for governor 
if Massaehnsetts, but was defeated. 
n 1885 he became secretary of war in 
Mr. Cleveland's administration and 
held tbe office until the end of Mr. 
Cleveland's term. 


Mr. Eadieott was president of the 


Peabody Academy of Science in Salem, 
which position he had held since 1868, 
and was a member of the corporation 
of Harvard and one of the trustees of 
he Peabody Education fund.

THE COMING CENSUS. 


Qnettloni That Will Be Aiked by the 


Knumentora. 


In thirteen actual working days tbe 


twelfth census of the United States is 
to be taken. The law provides that 
the work shall be done between Jane 
1 and June 15. As there are two Sun- 
days in that period this year, there 
will be just thirteen days to devote to 
tbe task. 


-The vastness of this work is some 


thing hard to realize. There are some 
70,000,000 people to be counted and 
asked all sorts of questions as to birth, 
ancestry, nativity, age, education, 
social position, connubial condition 
and all that. One would think that 
the simple-counting of 70,000,000 peo- 
ple in thirteen days would be a huge 
enough task, to say nothing of doing 
the other work that census-taking in 
these days entails. 


Not only in the United States, but 


in fourteen European countries,census- 
taking will be one of the big tasks of 
this year and next year. In Europe, 
however, they go at the task more de- 
liberately and in roost of the places 
they do not go at it so thoroughly. 


-The last census of the United States 


cost $11,371,500 and the one this year 
will cost two or three million dollars 
more. In 1890, 60,000 men were em- 
ployed in the work and this year there 
will be some ten thousand more, ac- 
cording to the estimate of Director 
William P. Merriam, former governor 
of Minnesota. 


The questions that the enumerators 


will ask will be numerous, but they 
will not include some of those which 
were considered most objectionable in 
1390. 
These are abolished, not be- 


cause the people objected to answering 
them, but because they proved to be 
utterly worthless as a basis for statis 
tics on chronic diseases, for which 
they were designed.

THE 


SCANDAL 


IN CUBA, 


When such an 
ardent administra- 
tion paper as the 
Washington Post 
speaks as follows 


about the scandals in Cnha it is high 
time the light was turned on this nox- 
ious feature of the imperialistic policy 


of William of Canton : 
' 'It would seem that the time has come 


for a thorough and searching and com- 
prehensive investigation of the finan- 
cial side of our administration of Cuban 
affairs siuce the formal occupation, 
January 1, 1S99, and up to the present 
moment. 
Unpleasant rumors have 


been floating about for many months 
past—rumors of extravagant expendi- 
ture; of princely display; of offices 
created and sumptuous salaries dis- 
pensed to favorites; of large extra com- 
pensation paid to the United States 
officers assigned to duty indifferent 
parts of the island; of rich dividends 
declared for the benefit of insurgent 
leaders and agitators—generally of a 
very carnival of prodigality. 


"Just what truth there is in these va- 


rious stories we do not pretend to say. 
Perhaps, it were better and wiser to 
doubt them all, at least so far as they 
hint at impropriety, until the facts 
shall have been ascertained. But tbe 
secretary of war has admitted that one 
of them is true—that United States 
army officers are, in some instances, re- 
ceiving extra compensation—and that 
of itself is enough to warrant the inqui- 
ry we suggest. What we propose, there- 
fore, and what congress will nowinsist 
upon, is the extension of this inquiry 
so as to cover the entire record of our 
occupation in Cuba during the past 
sixteen months. 
It is not only the 


extra compensation given to our army, 
and. perhaps, navy officers, but it is also 
the big salaries paid to Cuban politi- 
cians and agitators that should be in- 
vestigated. 


"Thisrnoney which the United States 


authorities are expending is really a 
trust fund, confided to our care; a 
charge upon our honor and good faith. 
It is drawn chiefly from the importers 
of Cuba and does not belong to us in 
any sense. That the public treasury 
of the island has been vastly increased 
by the honest and intelligent adminis- 
tration of American officials is, of 
course, beyond question. That, turned 
over to the insurgent crowd, it would 
have been looted to extinction no 
well-informed persons will doubt. But 
a trust fund is a sacred thing, and this 
country h<w a right to know whether 
it has been handled with fidelity or 
with carelessness. In precipitating the 
war of 1S93 we assumed the role of a 
savior and liberator. The Cubans had 
complained for years that they were 
taxed for the benefit of official pirates; 
that the moneys drawn from their in- 
dustry and their property went to 
gratify the avarice of thieves in office; 
that corrupt favorites enriched them 
selves upon the toil and thrift of the 
Cuban masses, and that cruelty, op- 
pression and rapine in high places had 
goaded them to desperation. 
We sent 


to Cuba an army of rescue and deliver- 
ance. We took possession of the gov- 
ernment and the revenues of the island 
We charged ourselves with the solemn 
duty of lifting those unhappy victims 
out of the slough of tyranny and spoli 
ation and we undertook to instruct 
them by object lessons in the ways o: 
purity, economy and political and so 
eial exaltation. 


"Now, the American people demand 


enlightenment on all these points 
The senate has adopted the Bacon 
resolution, and that inaugurates the 
inquiry. But we want more than the 
Bacon scheme. We want a larger and 
a wider field of investigation. Secre 
tary Root has said that United States 
officers are receiving extra compensa 
-tion out of the Cuban treasury, bu 
he was not the originator of the sys 
. tern. He does not know who devised 


expanded and amplified it. He was a 
lawyer in large practice in JTew York 
a civilian, a private citizen, when thi 
remarkable structure had its inception 
The inquiry we insist upon will giv 
him as much information as it wi] 
give tbe American people. He is, per 
haps, as anxious as the country is t 
have the facts laid bare. 


"Let us know it all. Let us hearth 


whole story. Deepen, broaden, -wide 
the investigation. Tell us whethe 
we have been befooled, humiliated an 
disgraced !"

CRIMINAL TRUSTS. 


hey Will Own the CnlWd St»te« In Anoth- 
er Generation Unless Tlity Are Crnined. 
The following trenchant article is 
opied from the New York Journal: 
When George Washington was elect- 
d president he was considered the 
ichest man in the United States. He 
ad property worth about a million 
ollars, but he was sometimes hard up 
or ready cash. 
In those days every American citizen 
wned himself. If he did not like the 
erms of his employment he found an- 
ither employer or struck out on his 
>wn account. He was a man, and no- 
oody else was anything more. 


But now the citizen finds himself 


helplessly confronting a power that is 
apidly absorbing all the wealth and 
,11 the business opportunities of the 
ountry. He cannot face that power 
s a man facing men. When he is in 
he service of a trust he cannot seek 
.nother employer, for there is no 
ther employer in the trust's field. 
He cannot go into business for him- 
elf, for the trust controls all the 
venues of production. He must learn 
o cringe for the favor of his master— 
he absolute lord of his means of live- 
ihood. 
In the middle of March of last year 
here were 355 trusts and combina. 
ions in existence in the United States, 
with a total capitalization of So,833,- 


i3,779. 
In ten weeks after that sixty-three 


new trusts were formed, with a capi- 
alization 
of 
81,583,353,000. 
That 


jrought the total capital of American 
trusts at that time up to $7,416,235,779, 


At the end of the year 1899 New 
ersey reported that it alone had chai' 
ered 2,000 corporations, with an ag 
gregate capitalization of 84,403,400,000, 
)ue of these, the Federal Steel coin- 
iany, was capitalized at 8200,000,000: 
another, the Distilling Company of 
Sforth America, at $133,000,000; anoth- 
er, the Standard Oil company, at 8110,- 
00,000 (representing an actual invest- 
ent value of not less then one bill- 


on.) 
and twenty-four others running 


rom 530,000,000 to $90,000,000 each. 
At the present time the total wealth 
if American trusts is certainly not 
ess than ten billion dollars 
But the more concentration of indus- 
ry is not the thing that is most omi- 
nous. Concentration 
in itself is a 


necessary accompaniment of evolution. 
f the trusts were legitimately devel- 
ped in the natural course of business 
hey would do no particular harm and 
light do good. It is not the trust.but 
he criminal trust, that is dangerous. 
Thirty years ago the oil region of 
pestern Pennsylvania was flourishing 
ind happy—filled with a busy, pros- 
erous population, with thriving cities 


and active, enterprising business men. 
But while the wells continued to flow 
a blight fell upon the people. 
For- 


unes withered away, industries dried 
up, towns shrivelled and died. The 
ieople did not know then what was 
he matter, but they know now. It 
was crime that ruined them. They 


•ere in the grip of a "criminal trust.'1 


The Standard Oil combination, even 


n those days of its infancy, was able 
o destroy whole communities by the 
methods of the midnight assassin. It 
made secret contracts with the rail- 
oads by which it received rebates of 
ialf the amounts paid in freights, not 
mly by itself, but by its competitors. 
Thus the independent refining com- 
lanies not only paid exorbitant freight 
iharges themselves, but they actually 
laid the charges on the Standard Oil 
ihipments, so that the combination 
got its own cargoes 'carried for noth- 
ng. In addition the railroads agreed 
,o spy upon the business of the inde- 
pendent refiners, their patrons, for 
Standard Oil's benefit. 


That was one form of crime—a 


subtle form, which, perhaps, men who 
passed the contribution box on Sun- 
days might call "strategy." But there 
were other more vulgar forms, such 
as send persons without wealth to 
prison. 
Charles B. Matthews built an 


oil refinery in Buffalo. The trust, by 
bribes and threats of ruin, seduced his 
partner and induced him to blow up 
;he works. He filled a still with crude 


oil, 
weighted down the safety valve 


with iron, packed it with plaster of 
paris, fired up under it until the fire' 
oox was cherry red, and ran away. 
By a miracle EO lives were lost. I: 


was no fault of the criminal trust'tha: 


there were not a hundred. 


Lives do not count when the com 


petitors of such a trust are to be re, 
moved. In April, 1S88, the proprietors 
of an independent distillery in Chi 
.ago caught a spy of the whisky trus 
in their works. In September of the 
same year they found that the valve 
of a vat had been tampered with for 
the purpose of causing an explosion 
The next month tbe trust offered them 
a million dollars for their business 
and was refused. In December their 
distillery was blown up by dynamite 
In February, 1891, the secretary of the 
trust was arrested by the federa 
authorities and indicted by the Cook 
county grand jury and the feder; 
grand jury for attempting to bribe a 
government gauger to blow up 
independent establishment. It appear 
ed from the evidence that part of th 
scheme was to have the gauger killec 
by his own infernal machine, so tha 
there would be no one left to tell tales 
If the plan had succeeded 150 men 
would have been slaughtered. 
The 


president of the trust held a conference 
with the trustees and then announced 
"We have unanimously 
agreed tc 


stand by the secretary." 


When Matthews was fighting the 


Standard Oil trust in Buffalo he go 
his crude oil from the Atlas Pipe Lini 
company. 
The Standard Oil under 


took to kill that company through thi 
railroads. The Erie sued out worth 
less injunctions against the company 
getting out a new one as fast as thi 
old ones were dissolved. At last, when 
nothing could be done in that way 
grappling irons were fastened to th 
pipe where it ran in the bed of 
stream, a hawser was fastened to 
locomotive and the pipe was pulled t 
pieces. The Standard Oil got tbe re 
mains of the property. 


The other day the Republican attor 


ney-general of Ohio was offered 8400, 
000 to drop the suits he wasconduetinj 
against the trust. He refused am 
when the time came for his renomina 
tion his name was not mentioned i 
the Republican convention. 


By such methods the head of this on 


"criminal trust" has amassed a revenu 
greater than the combined incomes o 
all the emperors, kings, queens an 
reigning princes of Europe. He and 
few of bis associates in crime will ow 
the United States in another genera 
tion unless we crush the crimin; 
trusts.

THE BOXERS OF CHINA, 


Society of Thieve, and Murderers Gaming 


Trouble Iu tlie Celestial Empire. 


Originally organized, on the plan of 


a law and order league, for protection 
against the bandits that infested Shan- 
Cung province, the Chinese Society 
of Boxers at length degenerated into 


band of murderers and robbers. Ee- 


peated outrages of the bandits led to 
,he organization of the "Boxers," who 
were at first known as the Society of 
the Ureat Sword. 


Dishonest 
and designing persons 


iucceeded in getting control of the af- 
'airs of the society, the efforts of 
which they directed against their per- 
,onal enemies, whom they represented 
as bandits and lawless persons. 
These 


ictims, in turn, appealed to the 


Christian missionaries, especially the 
German Catholics, for protection, pro- 
tessing conversion, and the missiona- 
ries 
used 
every 
effort 
to 
se- 


cure justice for them. 
It is be" 


ieved that some of these fellows 
were hypocritical in their preten- 
sions. At any rate, the condition of 
things intensified the feeling that the 
Ihinese have always held against the 
missionaries and, taken with their 
general contempt for foreigners, pro- 
duced an alarming antagonism that 
las resulted in numerous murders and 
outrages. 


Up to ten years ago the missionaries 


had remained unmolested for some 
time, when, on May 10, 1891, two nuns 
were maltreated by a mob, who 
charged them with bewitching- chil- 
dren. Mission houses were plundered 
and disturbances occurred all through 
China. Finally, some German priests 
were murdered at Shan-Tung, which 
aroused considerable 
resentment in 


Europe. The "Boxers" at this time 
.naugnrated a reign of terror through- 
out Shan-Tung, robbing, beating and 
murdering native Christians and de- 
stroying houses. 
The governor, a 


vacillating favorite of the emperor, 
under stress, sent an armed force 
against the "Boxers," a hundred of 
whom were killed and many wounded. 


The governor was not pleased with 


the result. He degraded three of the 
victors and reported to Peking that 
the so-called rebels were merely a con- 
jregation of honest country people 
whom the soldiery had attacked and 
massacred without warrant. Within 
two weeks, the "Boxers," encouraged 
by tbe attitude of the governor, had 
renewed their campaign of pillage and 
murder. Many Catholics and Protest- 
ants suffered and the track of ruin 
was widespread. 


The murder of a young Church of 


England missionary 
named Brooks 


brought matters to a climax and ex- 
cited the British government to action, 
which has been less vigorous than if 
John Bull were not otherwise engaged 
The governor has failed to suppress 
the "Boxers," and Uncle Sam and the 
European powers may interfere in a 
very emphatic way. The Society of 
Boxers is said to number 11,000,000 
men.

ANNUAL REPORT 


Ot State Veterinarian Pearioo—Few Cattle 


Infected. 


State Veterinarian Pearson has sub- 


mitted an interesting report to Gov- 
ernor Stone on the work of the veter- 
inary division of the department of 
agriculture and ol Ihe live stock sani- 
tary board in the suppression of in- 
fectious diseases among cattle. 


The state ]ive stock sanitary hoard 


is allowed $40,000 a year for the work 
of combatting the diseases of animals, 
which was expended the last twelve 
months, as follows: 
$26,992.98 paid 


directly 
to farmers for tuberculous 


cattle; 8333.50 
paid for 
glandered 


horses and males; $5,892.03 paid for 
tuberculin tests and inspections of 
herds; S3,908 for inspections, vaccina- 
tions, etc., for other diseases; $3,296.46 
for miscellaneous expenses, including 
office supplies and office help; $889.48 
for special service connected with the 
enforcement of the law, 


Dr. Pearson says there are 2,000,000 


cattle in the state and that only aboul 
two or three per cent are infected, 
although in some localities the infec- 
tion rarges from thirty to one hun- 
dred per cent, of the herds, the dis- 
tribution of infection being extremely 
uneven. 


During the last year tests were 


made at the expense of the state to 
the number of 8,916. The number of 
tuberculous cattle 
found in these 


herds and in herds tested at the ex- 
pense of their owners and the cases 
removed from other herds amount to 
1,187, all of which were paid for at the 
rateofS2230 per head. The number 
of dairy cows and cattle for breeding 
purposes shipped into this state during 
the year is 14,437, and of these ninety 
two were condemned as tuberculous 
after their arrival in this state. The 
shipment of cows from New York intc 
Pennsylvania is not encouraged, as it 
has been found that a large percent 
age of the cattle from the Empire 
state are condemned upon their ar 
riral at their destination. 


Dr. Pearson concludes: "I believe 


that arrangements can be made by 
which volunteer correspondents can be 
obtained in all parts of the state and 
from such correspondents, constantly 
alert for information in respect to prev 
alenee of infectious diseases, it may 
be possible to obtain much informa 
tion that can be used to the advantag 
of the public. The veterinarians of tbe 
state are most earnestly interested in 
the work of the state live stock sanita 
ry board and the improvement of al 
measures directed against infectious 
diseases."

GRAND GULF CAVERN. 


A Oie»t Care Th»t Ii In Southwestern 


Missouri. 


Southwest Missouri is full of strange 


earth formations that are called "nat- 
ural" curiosities iu spite of their un- 
nattiraluess. The earth is full of caves 
nod sink boles. One of tlie most cele- 
brated of these is the Grand Gulf, In 
Oregon county, about four miles from 
Koshkonong. It Is a sort of canyon, 
n shape not unlike a horseshoe and 
serves the purpose of a drainage bed 
n tie wet season for a 12 mile area of 
illls. The canyon is 220 feet deep, with 
a natural bridge Iu one place and a 
subterranean lake and river that opens 
at one end. The river only exists dur- 
ing the wet season, for tlie earth at 
the bottom of the canyon is porous 
and absorbs the water. The lake, how- 
ever, Is full the whole year round. 


This cave, containing the subter- 


ranean river and lake, had never been 
explored to the end till the summer of 
18S5, when Pat Foley, a saloon keeper 
from Thayer, with a companion per- 
formed the exploit. Foley had made 
two trips before into the cave, but had 
not been able to secure a companion 
courageous enough to persevere in the 
enterprise. 
Bach mau had weakened 


and returned before the end of the 
cave was reached. On the third trip, 
however, Foley had with him a man 
of courage. 


The entrance to the cave is wide and 


deep. The bed Is of broken stores, over 
which trickles a tiny stream of water 
In the dry season. A hundred feet in- 
side the cave the entrance suddenly 
narrows Into a hole so small that a 
man must get ou hands and knees to 
pass through. Beyond this narrow hole 
the entrance widens into a large grotto. 
There is a steep hill to climb; next the 
hill descends sharply into a lake. To 
penetrate to the end of this Jake it was 
necessary to have a boat so small that 
it could be dragged through the narrow 
passage into the grotto. 


Foley and his companion built a boat 


of suitable size and hauled it through 
the narrow entrance. They took with 
them also a long coil of rope, a quanti- 
ty of matches, some railroad lanterns 
and four torches with cotton wadding 
on the ends soaked in kerosene. The 
cave of course is perfectly dark. The 
men used their lanterns till they got 
through the narrow place, but to their 
ama2ement the lantern flames Insifle 
the grotto slowly grew dim and finally 
went out. They tried to light them 
again, but the sulphur of the matches 
would flare up only to be extinguished 
immediately. The reason of this was 
that the atmosphere was exceedingly 
damp and heavy. 


The men succeeded in lighting the 


four kerosene torches, and grasping 
one of them iu each hand they made 
their way clown the slope to the lake 
and stood tiie torches up between the 
rocks. The torches smoldered lite hot 
coals, giving out very little flame. The 
boat was dragged clown to the lake, the 
torches fastened at the prow and stern, 
one end of the rope tied to a bowlder 
and the rest of the coil thrown In the 
boat. When the two men sat down In 
the frail craft they found the water 
rose to within three inches of the gun- 
wales. It was impossible to use oars 
without tipping the boat far enough to 
sink it, so the men were forced to pad- 
dle cautiously with their hands. 


They forced the little craft Into the 


unknown lake, the smoldering torches 
lighting up the blackness for only a 
few feet around them. Outside It was 
a warm summer day, they knew, but 
Inside it was like a closed refrigerator, 
all blackness and dampness and cold. 
The water of the lake was Ice cold, 
and at every few dips they had to stop 
and warm their hands. There was 
nothing to be seen on any side—noth- 
ing but darkness. 
No sound could 


penetrate the cavern. 
If the boat 


should capsize—as it was likely to do 
with the slightest disturbance—they 
would be cramped iu a minute in the 
cold water without a chance of help 
from the outside. 


After a long and tedious paddling the 


boat's prow was smMenly buried in a 
bank of .mud and gravel. Foley took 
a torch and stepped out cautiously In 
his rubber boots into the mud. He 
found he hud come to the end of the 
lake and thai a sharply inclined wall 
of rock rose be-fore him. The saloon 
keeper climbed up the wail about 4( 
feet above the inke searching for a 
continuance of the cavern. 
But he 


could find noue. Apparently the cav- 
ern ended there. He returned to the 
boat, where his companion sat. 
The 


two men made their way across the 
lake and out through the narrow place 
in safely. 
They had been gone an 


hour, and Ihplr friends outside had be- 
gun to fear an accident had happened 
to them. 


So far as people know, the cave in the 


Grand Gulf has no outlet. The Indian 
traditions about the cave aie that ii 
was a subterranean waterway much 
used at one time by boatmen, who 
used to carry provisions in boats to the 
Arkansas valley. 
If this be true, the 


river must have been stopped up many 
years ago by some convulsion of na- 
ture and the lake formed then.—Kan- 
sas City Star.

Otis Blind to the Situation or ConeeaJiEg 


Real Fuels. 


Edwin Wildman, former vice consul 


at Hong Kong, contributes an article 
on "A Reign of terror in tbe Philip- 
pines" to Leslie's Weekly, of which the 
following is an abstract: 


"Although General Otis would have us 


believe that the war in the Philippines 
is over, I learn from private sources of 
information of the highest authority 
that there exists a veritable reign of 
terror in most parts of the archipelago, 
within a gunshot of our army postr. 
Either General Otis is blind to the sit- 
uation or is keeping the real facts from 
the American people. 
Aguinaldo's 


forces have scattered into marauding- 
bands, and, leaguing themselves with 
the mountain Tulisanes and Lidrones, 
terrorize the country and effectually 
check the cultivation of crops and the 
sale of marketable products. 


"The few ports that have been open- 


ed have shipped away the little supply 
they contained and the tons upon tons 
of hemp, sugar and rice that are stored 
in the interior are beyond the reach of 
buyers 
The money paid for the thou- 


sands of bales of hemp shipped from 
garrisoned ports has fourd its way into 
the insurgent coffers and tbe revolu- 
tionary juntas at IIoDg Kong and Sin- 
gapore are making extensive purchases 
of arms, preparatory to a renewed 
season of filibustering and general hos- 
tilities as soon as the rainy reason is 
over. Our army is busy protecting 
their posts, while the insurgents carry 
on* their operations in the interior and 
paralyze agriculture and trade. 


''Scattered bands of armed insur- 


gents wage war against all who hesi- 
tate to acknowledge the Aguinaldo 
government and the inhabitants are in 
a state of terror that prevents honest 
industry or open alliance with Ameri- 
can sovereignty. The American troops 
make short work of these robbers, but 
our garrisons are so far apart and so 
few in numbers that they invariably 
are obliged to fall back to a seaport 
town where they can get supplies from 
Manila, for the insurgents have so 
thoroughly ravaged the country that it 
is impossible to supply even a small 
battalion with native products. 


"If we ever hope to put an end to 


this Indian war/are we must send ad- 
ditional forces to the islands. 
Our 


present corps is totally inadequate to 
cope with the situation and bring the 
war to a close, The island, commer- 
cially or otherwise, will be utterly 
useless until life and property are 
made safe."

NEW YOBK, May 3.—i stormy week 


has just passed by. Disagreeable in 
almost ev»ry event, notwithstanding 
tbe magnificent, horse snow in the 
borough of Brooklyn, flower slows 
and dog shows in Manhattan. Nature 
once more asserts herself in her love 
of the beautiful. 
Once more the city is 


almost a wilderness of flowers. Roses, 
lilies, azaleas and all those beautiful 
thinprs which it permits us to enjoy, 
bringing us as near heaven as we poor 
mortals can ever expect while linger- 
ing here on earth. 


The ecumenical conference has com- 


pleted its work. Thousands of human 
beings live right here who have never 
heard the name of Christ, know no 
(tods but those of wood and stone, and 
who are sunk in barbarism blacker 
than the darkest night, for whom the 
word "salvation" has no 
meaning. 


Christ and God are to them not sheet 
anchors of eternal hope. Heaven or 
hell are meaningless symbols, not half 
so terrible as the lightning's flash and 
the thunder's roar, for to them the 
atmosphere is crowded with uncanny 
spirits that they shrink from under 
the light of the noonday sun and 
whose imaginary terrors make their 
souls quake with fear when darkness 
covers the face of the earth. 


Many things have occurred during 


the week just passed which leave little 
hope for continued peace in that dis 
languished body. Bishop Thorbun, a 
shining light in the Methodist Episco- 
pal church, startled the conference 
with the assertion that there was too 
much reading of the Bible. A bomb 
stuffed with melinite, lyddite, mauser 
bullets and dynamite, thrown in the 
midst of the reverend brothers and 
sisters could not have caused a more 
profound 
sensation. 
Cries of "No! 


No 1 No!" came from every part of 
the house from a multitude, angered 
beyond belief. But the bishop, un- 
daunted, stood his ground, and for sev- 
eral minutes it looked as if there 
might be wigs on the green. 
Peace, 


however, was restored by the chair 
man of the council, but for the rest of 
the afternoon the feelings for each 
other were, as a Scotchman would say, 
"On the north side of friendly." 


The consideration of the orthodoxy 


of the Bible seems provocative of the 
elements of disintegration and disas- 
ter. 
As eminent a clergyman as the 


Rev. Heber C. Newton, of the Episco- 
pal church, says much of the old Bible 
is purely historical and gives not the 
slightest evidence of spiritual revela- 
tion. Robert Ingersoll, in his day, 
proclaimed nothing more heterodox 
than this. 


Taken as a whole, the convocation 


was a grand one. It certainly had a 
fair start. An ex-president, one of the 
best known religious men of his time, 
gave the right hand of fellowship to 
those who came from many lands to 
take part in the holy work. A living 
president was there to bid them wel- 
come and Godspeed; a man who was 
the chosen leader and ruler of the 
land from which many of them had 
gone forth to spread the light where 
darkness had reigned for untold ages. 


One of the most interesting features 


of the conference and one which will 
leave a great and lasting impression 
was the collection of curios and ob- 
jects of interest, which were brought 
here from the remotest parts of the 
earth, giving a perfect epitome of the 
habits, manners and customs of the 
people whom they were sent to eon- 
vert. Here was real life, the most 
perfect realization of their make-up, 
how they looked and how they acted 
and from the style in vogue among

For such an immense body of mer 


and women it was remarkable that 
there was not the slightest infraction 
of order. 
There were many noticeable 


features of the procession. 
One oi 


of them was the body of electric work- 
ers—1,000 strong—every one of whorr 
carried an electric light in his hat, 
which shone like the morning star 
The speakers were numerous, some of 
them eloquent, all of them orderly. 
There was no excuse for police in- 
terference, and the men ought to br 
congratulated who planned the great 
demonstration and carried it so suc- 
cessfully through.

SETTING TIRES. 


The Old Wnj- of Shrinking Them on 


and the Modern Way. 


The old way of putting a tiie on a 


wheel was to shrink it on. The tire 
was made just a trifle smaller than the 
wheel and then heated, with the result 
of expanding it slightly. 
When thus 


heated it was crowded down over the 
rim of the v, heel and then cooled with 
water to keep it from burning the 
wheel aud also to contiact it. 
Cool- 


ing, it was shrunk on to bind the wheel 
tightly. The modern way of putting a 
tire ou a wheel is with a hydraulic 
tire setting press. 


By this method the tire is made just 


a trifle larger than the wheel, so that 
it will go over the rim freely. 
The 


bed of this press, upon which the 
wheel lies horizontally, with an open- 
ing at the center for the hub, is com- 
posed of IS sections, radiating from 
the center and in shape like the spaces 
between the spokes of a wheel. The 
outer end of each section is turned up- 
ward, the turned up ends making a 
continuous flange, or collar, all around 
the bed of the press. Bach one of the 
sections lias under It a hydraulic cylin- 
der, 
and the sections are all arranged 


to work to a common center. In use 
tbe wheel is> laid on the press with the 
cold tire around it within that turned 
up collar, or flange, around the edge. 
When the press is set in operation, the 
collar, or flange, is irresistibly contract- 
ed. When it comes in contact with the 
tiie around the wheel, it does not bring 
up against it, but keeps on contracting 
just the same, now contracting the 
tire as woll and setting it upon the 
wheel, the pressure being continued 
until the wheel itself has been brought 
to the requisite degree of dishing.— 
New York Run.

ham, corned beef and other salt meats 
may, according to Mrs. Parloa, the 
cooking expert, be eliminated if the 
meat is sufficiently boiled. The salt 
toughens the fibers, arid it takes per- 
sistent boiling to overcome this. The 
time allowed for a ten pound piece Is 
five hours, but as the pieces are apt to 
be thick rather than long one of half 
this weight would need about the same 
amount of time. The meat should be 
partly cooled in the water in which it 
is boiled.
